Remach. editor of Ihe Ktpvb'.ui'it Fro, 


Annual Export ol the Inter-State 
Com- 


merce Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The annnal re- 


port of tht Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission places the railroad mileage o! 
the cou-itry on the 30th day of Jum 1888, 
at 152,781, of which 2,312 miles had been 
completed and bfonght into operatios 
within the six months preceding that day, 
The rai'way construction in WG was 8,471 
miles; in 1887 it was li.fiSS miles. Th« 
number of corporations represented i» 
the mileage is 1,251, but by reason ct 
leases or other contract arrangements 
many corporations hold control of an« 
operate one or more roads owned by othel 
corporations, and the whole number mak< 
ing reports of operations on the daj 
named was 6,075.

Upon the "subject of the operation of tin 


law tho eummt-^ioti says: 


To what extent, if at nil. the administration 


of the uet has teen harmful to the carriers, is t 
subject upnnuhii-H the news of railroad man 
agers have, from time to fme been publicly ex 
pressed, som,-times to the effect that the dam- 
ajre has been verv considerable. The commift 
sion is possessed of no evidence showing that 
tho general result has been otherwise that 
beneficial. Unquesiionalilv the railroad busi- 
ness of the country has suffered ninny and verj 
severe losses during the past year. Uut thes« 
have not been due to the act to regulate com- 
merce. 


Discussing railroad trusts, the commis- 


sion say: 


Any thing equivalent to consolidation of all 


the roads of the country under a single head, 01 
even those of a considerable section, whethei 
by merger or by the formation of a confedera- 
tion which should have powersof lefral control, 
jr by the formation of whut is now technically 
denominated a trust, could hardly be supposed 
possible, even If tbe part-os were at liberty to 
form at pleasure. If the parties could come 
Into harmony on the subject,tin arrangement of 
the sort would be so ovcrsliadowlnK.so powerful 
tn its control over tho business interests of th« 
country, and so susceptible of being used for 
misch.evous purposes in many ways, that pub- 
lic, policy could not for a moment sanction it. 
at least unless by statute it were held In close 
legal restraints and under effectual public su- 
pervision and control. The, voluntary arrange- 
ments of the kind in other lines of business are 
already sufficiently threatening public Inter- 
est, and tho most ardent advocate of the con- 
centration of railroad authority can not 
rea- 


sonably espeet that any thinpr of tho sort H 
jontroi the transportation of tho country will 
be provided for by lefiisl ition. Without lORls-

Over 100 teachers of the public schools 


in Macon County attended the institute 
at the High School building yesterday 
and to-day. It was in charge of Mr. 
T. L. Evans, the county superintendent. 
The sessions were given up to the discn r 
sion of various topics of special interest 
to teachers and pupils. Charles G. Pow- 
ne.-. of Niantic. read a paper on "Techni- 
cal Grammar,1' discussed by Snpt. E vans' 
E. A. Gastman and Mr. McHenry. "The 
Needs of the Public Schools," was the 
topic considered by B. F. Shipley, princi- 
pal of the Maroa Svhools. Mrs. Daaley 
read a paper on "Primary Work in 
Schools," discussed by Mr. Evans, Mr. 
Powner. Mr. Mcllenry. Mr. Shipley, 
Miss Martin and Mrs. Murphy. The 
paper read by Miss Laura Longnecker 
was on "Literature in Common Schools," 
discussed by J. It. Burres, Mr. Gastman, 
J. Piper and others. It was voted to hold 
institutes at Maroa, Macon and other 
points, and it was also ordered that each 
teacher should be assessed 25 cents to 
liquidate incidental expenses. M. W. 
McHenry was chosen treasurer and E. T.

The style of 


hese two buildings is a long step towards 
metropolitan architecture, and they are 
n striking but pleasing contrast with 
he plain blocks that have lined our 
treets for so many years. The new 
'owers block, on the corner of Wood and 
Jouth Water streets, though begun last 
year, was not finished until this season. 
Chis, and the new opera house now up 
ind inclosed, and which will be comple- 
,ed as soon as spring opens, constitute 
,he contributions of their public spirited 
>wner to the growth of Decatur for the 
re ir and they are highly creditable to 
inn 
The opera house, standing baok 


'rom the street as it does, fails to impress 
rhe stranger as it should, but the design 


the street front shows that the opera 


louse will be ornamental as well as com- 
modious 


The Roberts 4 Green Block, aud the 


building of F W. Haines, on North Main 
street, deserve special mention, also, as 
aemg entirely in line w'th the other 
clocks mentioned above.
